Congress Must Act on Prescnptmn Drug lmpoﬂatmn

Athd bipartisan majority in the House passed
egislation last year that would give Americans
access to safe, effective, much more affordable
prescription drugs from Canada and other allied
nations. The U.S. Senate has begun debating
importation legislation, and T have urged speedy
Senate action.

The drug industry routinely charges American
consumers two, three, or five-times more than
Canadian consumers for the same medicine. Their
monopoly on the lucrative American market has
proved highly profitable for drug companies, but it
imposes a multibillion-dollar tax on our economy.

The U.S. Senate must act now so Congress can send a responsible,
bipartisan prescription drug importation bill to the President’s desk
before the 4th of July. America needs a Declaration of Independence
from the drug industry, and nothing would be more appropriate than a
White House signing ceremony on Independence Day.
